’Pho tropical storms which 
soaked Sierra Madre witli 2.3 
inches of rain early tins 
week caused little damage, 
but did fill up the .spreading 
liasins in the water grounds 
on E. Sierra Madre Blvd.

One of my pet peeves these days is television, and 
thus I’ve joined the army of intellectuals, phony and 
otherwise, who cry for the “good old days’’ of radio, 
music and literature as the more valuable stimulants 
of mind and emotion. 

Not that I particularly dislike the TV producers, 
writers or even the twangy Uncle Luthers who jam 
the video waves with undiluted corn. Instead, I’m 
beginning to hate myself. 

TV has taught me some unpleasant facts about 
my character. 

UNLIKE THE debonair but tough Will Paladin, 

I never could look a person straight in the eye with¬ 
out the most serious inward palpitations. In addition, 

I find that I’m neither debonair nor tough—simply 
insecure and a little timid. The sight of a gun aimed 
at me in anger would cause me to blubber for mercy 
and, frankly, I can’t outstare Donald Duck. 

Peter Gunn, everybody tells me, is a vastly amus¬ 
ing, slightly satiric account of a private eye in action. 
The musical background, I’m led to understand, rep¬ 
resents the finest in modern jazz. 

Well, I’d prefer my jazz without the incredible 
nonchalance of Mr. Gunn. The sight of a corpse 
thumping on a barroom floor would send me scream¬ 
ing to the nearest gendarme. Not so Peter Gunn and 
associates whose calm acceptance of bullet-riddled, 
stabbed, garroted and water-logged bodies would 
make the late Uncle Joe pale with envy. 

ANOTHER STERLING character heads the 
household of the “Father Knows Best” series, a pro¬ 
gram much revered by the viewing public. Person¬ 
ally, I hate Father. He makes me feel unwashed, dirty 
behind the ears, unshaven and slovenly. 

When lounging about the house. Father is always 
immaculate, attired in a suit coat, a smoking jacket 
or one of those Ivy League type things with leather 
patches on each elbow. 

I have a coat with leather patched elbows, too, 
but in my case the patches are there simply to hide 
two large holes. A similar thing happens to me some¬ 
times when I buy a new pair of shoes. 

THE TV character I most detest, though, is the 
man who is neither fish nor fowl, engineer nor pian¬ 
ist, business tycoon nor pugilist. He’s all these things 
and more. He’s the Thinking Man and, more impor¬ 
tant, the Smoking Man. In short, he’s the Thinking 
Man who smokes the Thinking Man’s smoke.

In the evening, when I should be following more 
worthwhile pursuits, such as a perusal of the latest 
Ellery Queen mystery story, the hypnotic effect of 
a towering Matt Dillon is too much for my puny will 
power to withstand. 

One of these days I’m going to’ saw the antenna 
off the roof and become a human being again instead 
of the incoherent simian TV has made of me.

The Risk in Moderation 

Researchers interested in the problem of alcohol¬ 
ism are spending many long hours trying to discover 
what causes an individual to become a compulsive 
drinker. 

More case histories of alcoholics are needed, it is 
agreed. At present no one can determine accurately 
who among the so-called moderate drinkers will be 
the next “statistic” to fall prey to the problem of 
alcoholism. Figures show that one out of every 15 
drinkers acquires the habit in a compulsive form. 
This has some relevance, surely, to the statement of 
a prominent churchman at a brewers’ convention 
that moderation in drinking is “true temperance.” 

It is obvious that no one ever became an alcoholic 
who did not drink. But who is to say when a would- 
be moderate drinker has passed the point of no 
return in his drinking? 

One of the problems with which industry finds 
it must cope in connection with the compulsive 
drinker employee is his insistence that he is not an 
alcoholic, that he can handle his own problem, and I 
that he can hold his liquor.

ROCKEFELLER'S FIRST 
MISTAKE— Unlike the gov¬ 
ernors of Indiana or Wyom¬ 
ing or New Hampshire, the 
Governor of New York is al¬ 
ways in the limelight. If he 
does something big, by the 
time the newspapers are fin¬ 
ished with it the event may 
look bigger. If he does 
something wrong, or inept¬ 
ly, the error seems inevit¬ 
ably to bo compounded. 

If he pronounces radio as 
“raadio,” in the manner of 
A1 Smith It becomes a sub¬ 
ject of national comment. If 
he maintains a home at 
Hyde Park, like FDR did, he 
becomes known as tlio 
“Squire of Dutchess Coun¬ 
ty.” If ho is cocksure like 
Thomas E. Dewey, then ev¬ 
erybody enjoys seeing him 
humbled. 

Nelson A. Rockefeller is 
now undergoing the rigors 
of life in Albany and every 
move ho makes becomes a 
topic of animated conver¬ 
sation at the dinner table 
or at the cocktail lounge. 
Unlike Averell Harriman, 
who loft many people cold. 
Rockefeller’s is a warm 
personality and many 
people, even some of his po¬ 
litical critics, tend to give 
him the benefit of (heir 
doubts. 

BY VIRTUE of his position, 
notwithstanding all his dis¬ 
claimers, Rockefeller is 
viewed as a likely Republic¬ 
an candidate for President. 
Therefore each move that ho 
makes is examined not only 
for its effects on New York¬ 
ers, but also for its effects on 
his possible candidacy. 

It is against this back¬ 


ground, therefore, that his 
new state tax proposals 
mu.st be examined. They 
come at a strange time for a 
Republican. Here is the Re¬ 
publican President of the U. 
S., after giving the nation its 
biggest peacetime budgets, 
talking about frugality. On 
Capitol Hill there are de¬ 
magogues in both parties 
who are even talking about 
“tax cuts,” do.spite private 
bills which would increase 
the cost of government 
countless millions. 

Many voters in New York 
undoubtedly voted for Rock¬ 
efeller because they believ¬ 
ed that corrupt Tammany 
politicians had loo much to 
say under his predeces.sor’s 
administration. 

THE TROUBLE IN NEW 
YORK — The State of New 
York and the iCty of New 
York are both experiencing 
financial difficulties. They 
result from a combination of 
factors: failure to plan, re¬ 
sistance to change by bu.si- 
no.ss interost.s, shifting pop¬ 
ulation, and lack of leader- 
sliip, to nafne but a few. But 
on top of all these—and I 
write as one who ha.s cover¬ 
ed New York politics for 
many years—is the tremen¬ 
dous corruption of local po¬ 
liticians in both major par¬ 
ties. 

Under the circum.stances 
these days the cost of gov¬ 
ernment is bound to bo high. 
But political corruption in 
New York has sent it sky¬ 
rocketing. If Now Yorkers 
have any doubts about how 
much they are paying for 
graft and inefficiency, they 
might take a I)us up and 
down the Av. of Americas 
and sec how streets arc rip¬ 
ped up for repaving. Then 


check back and seeif prac¬ 
tically identical spots were 
not torn up less than 90 days 
ago, presumably to make 
similar repaires. These pav¬ 
ing costs alone run into the 
millions. And they are 
ony a small part of the 
wa.ste in the big city. 

The result of all this is 
that city dwellers are flee¬ 
ing to the suburbs as rapid¬ 
ly as they can. And, in the 
state, there is a flight of 
capital to almost any place 
else where (ho cost of cor¬ 
ruption i.s but a fraction of 
what it is in New York. 

HAD ROCKEFELLER 

pointed those things out be¬ 
fore launching his now tax 
program it might not have 
been any more palatable, 
but at least, (ho public 
would know that he was 
fighting its battle in an area 
too long neglected. 

It is still not (oo late to 
do this. Those Albany poli¬ 
ticians who are so worried 
about the effects of high¬ 
er taxes on their chances of 
re-election would have oven 
more to worry about if Rock¬ 
efeller wore to point out the 
special interc.st projects in 
which they are per.sonally 
engaged—and how much 
each project is co.sting the 
taxpayer. 

This has not been done 
since Florollo LaGuardia 
was mayor of New York. 
Rockefeller is trying in 
many ways to bo like La¬ 
Guardia, (hat is a polilical 
independent, not tied too 
clo.soly to the Republican 
Party. If lie is (o succeed, 
he mu.st recognize at the 
very beginning that the old 
line politicians are not his 
friends.

Reports Moscow-Peking Friction Grows 


By Edgar W. Hiestand

Confirming the opinion ex¬ 
pressed in this column sev¬ 
eral weeks ago, late intelli¬ 
gence bulletins report grow¬ 
ing concern in Moscow over 
the competition from Peking. 
These two pink prima don¬ 
nas continue to fight for the 
center of the Communist 
stage. 

At the request of Chou- 
En-lai, a top-level conference 
for the purpose of settling 
differences was scheduled 
last November. It was post¬ 
poned until December and 
then postponed once more 
and set for late January. 
When, or if, the conference 
actually takes place, don’t 
look for any publicity on it. 
The talks will bo strictly pri¬ 
vate affairs. 

According to the Chinese 
prepared agenda, which 
won’t necessarily be accept¬ 
ed by the Russians, the first 
order of business is For¬ 
mosa. Chou is very angiV at 
Khrushchev for his failure 
to back up Red China in the 
off-shore island debacle. 
Khrushchev is angry at 
Chou because decisions were 
made without consulting 
Moscow. There are different 
views within Peking on this 
question. 

Across the Desk . 


THE POLITICIANS want to 
continue liarassing opera¬ 
tions against the islands, 
working up to a crisis which, 
they liopc, will force the U.S. 
to negotiate tlie surrender of 
the islands. The opposing, 
military, view is to make an 
all-out frontal assault with 
the aid of Russian subma¬ 
rines palroling the Formosa 
Straits. The weiglit of Soviet 
preference will decide the 
issue and informed guess is 
that the political view will 
win out. Chou-En-lui, who 
favors the political approach, 
figures Chiang’s Formosa 
strongliold is bound to fall 
if the off-shore islands are 
lost. He’s probably right. 

Point two on the Red Chi¬ 
nese program raises the 
Hong Kopg question. Peking 
is very eager to clear up this 
problem at once. The strat¬ 
egy is to stir up some sort 
of revolutionary movement 
in the city which the British 
will be obliged to suppress 
with armed force, thus giv¬ 
ing Red China an excuse for 
intervention. Moscow is ex¬ 
pected to offer strong oppo¬ 
sition to this scheme and 
there’s no telling which view 
will prevail. 

Following discussion of 
these political problems, for¬ 
eign trade will be the topic. 
Existing trade agreements 


between (ho U.S.S.R. and 
Red China heavily favor the 
Muscovites. Peking wants to 
change all (his. Russia prob¬ 
ably will offer minor con¬ 
cessions. This might develop 
into an extremely touchy is¬ 
sue, further widening the 
gap that separates the two 
Commie nations. 

FINALLY, RED CHINA 

wants to talk about the most 
ticklish question of all Rus¬ 
sian commitments to supply 
guns, tanks, pianos and mis¬ 
siles for the Chinese military 
juggernaut. Information that 
is trickling into the 'West 
from beliind the Bamboo 
Curtain reveals that. Russia 
is dragging her foot on her 
promises of military sup¬ 
plies. Rod Chinese bigwigs 
are showing considerable im¬ 
patience and some suspicion 
and are ready for a show¬ 
down on this important issue. 

Maybe to offset some of 
the rough edges that have 
developed, Russia will sup¬ 
ply a “Chinese Sputnik’’ to 
be launched from Sinkiang 
Province this year in celebra¬ 
tion of Red China’s tenth 
birthday. In contrast to the 
conference discussed above, 
you’ll hear plenty about this. 
The usual hysteria chorus 
will shout that Red China is 
catching up with us, etc.

Businessmen alone cannot 
provide the whole answer. 

The disease is found in 
labor, government, every¬ 
where. 

And it is deadly.

The scientists are now tell¬ 
ing us that Albert Einstein’s 
theory on the universe 
might be right, after all. 
Respecting the opinions of 
the late Mr. Einstein consid¬ 
erably we think this theory 
warrants mention. 

As the reader Iqiows, the 
general thesis long accepted 
has been that space and the 
universe is Infinite. Many of 
the interpretations of the 
writers of the Bible lay 
claim to the highest source. 
But Einstein worked out the 
theory that there is a shape 
and a sort of circular space- 
time concept to what exists. 

The natural question for 
the average person to ask 
when considering such vast 
questions is that if there is 
a limit to the universe, or 
outer space, then what is on 
the outside? That has al¬ 
ways been one of the things 
about the whole concept of 
space that the human mind 
could not comprehend. 

But Einstein pointed out 
that our mechanical prin¬ 
ciples about matter, time, 
etc., were all human yard¬ 


sticks which did not exist. 
All there is, he believed, was 
matter and energy. And 
there arc, in a sen.se, events, 
but not time. 

In short, with the present 
limitations on the way we 
think, and with the present 
mechanical concepts wo 
have, wo are unable to un¬ 
derstand the mysteries of 
the universe — not because 
they are not understandable 
but because our thought con- 
cepts and processes are not 
in line with reality and the 
ultimate truth.

The gulls used to live on 
the waste from the local 
shrimp fleet. They didn’t 
have to catch fish—or teach 
their young the techniques 
of fishing. Then the shrimp 
fleet moved away to Key 
West and paradise was lost. 
The Early American says; 
“A few of the birds had the 
intuition to follow the fleet. 
A few more were enterpris¬ 
ing enough, or had enough 
instinct left, to take to the 
sea once more. But many of 
them can be seen stitting 
sadly where they were left, 
starving to death because no 
one will bring them shrimp, 
while out in the Gulf there 
is a sea food for the taking.”

On one 
of three around the Horn he 
is washed off the deck dur¬ 
ing a storm at night, and 
for two weeks, thanks to the 
spring season, he is able to 
survive on shell fish and 


seabirds’ eggs until sighted 
and taken off by a chance 
vessel in passage. 

Between voyages he has 
exciting short periods ashore 
on the west coast of both 
South and North America. 

H I S ADVENTURES are 

amusing, pugnacious and 
amorous by turn.s—but nev¬ 
er dull. He lives with a Gar¬ 
gantuan appetite for new 
e.xperiences and waxes 
strong upon them. 

He learns what not to do 
or say when thrown into 
traveling company with the 
“wobblies” (the I.W.W.’s); 
he finds out what it means 
to be ‘shanghied,” and he 
ships on a craft wherein the 
cargo is top-secret stuff 
about which "nobody knows 
nothin’ ” of what is below 
decks being smuggled to 
London; he does his share at 
clearing the congested areas 
in more than one barroom 
brawl; he has a chance to 
test the nature of the hot 
doldrums in the Sargasso 
Sea; and once on shore 
leave in Cardiff he has a 
strange and romantic ad¬ 
venture which he labels 
“blind heaven” and which 


reads like some of the sil¬ 
kier episodes out of the

ABOUT THE TIME Sven 
enters his 20.s he jumps ship 
for good, off the English 
windjammer “Chatham” at 
San Diego’s Terminal Island.

Meanwhile, his adventures 
continue on land along the 
American Pacific Coast, from 
Alaska to Ensenada. He joins 
the U.S. Army and continues 
to fight to maintain his free¬ 
dom of spirit and love of 
fair play, while trying to 
live under discipline, not al¬ 
ways with easy success. 

There is pienty of adven¬ 
ture in “Sailor With a Gun”
